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WHEN SHALL WE FLY ? 

THEEE is no doubt in the minds of those who have 
studied the evolution of mechanical matters during the 
last few years that before the twentieth century shall 
have far dawned, we shall have overcome the in of 
gravitation, and that flying machines will be acoom- 
plished facts. 

It is also generally concluded that it will be in 
America that they will have their birth. And this all 
the more £0 since a prize of something like £50,000 bas 
been offered by that country to the first person who 
should invent such a machine. 

Thousands of pene at the present time are racking 
their brains to discover how they shall win this prize. 
Many ideas have already been thought of, while more 
than one model has been completed which can at least 
fly round a room. 


_ One of these models, which is the darling of the 
inventor’s heart, seems to be a very creditable machine, 
even in the opinion of outside experts, albeit the element 
of clamsiness is not altogether lacking. It can fly 
round a room with the grea‘ of ease, and a) to 
have entirely overcome many of the obstacles which have 
hitherto been insurmountable. 

The machine is fitted with immense wings lying over 
hundreds of square feet of atmosphere, which gives it the 
advantage of being able to rise up from a level place. 
As the inventor puts it: “It will not merely be able to 
come down from the top of a high tower on to the 
ground, as so many machines can now do, but it will be 
able to mount up from the ground on to the top of a 
high tower, which other machines cannot do.” The 
inventor, it will be seen, altogether disa; with Mr. 
Hiram Maxim's idea that a practical flying machine 
will no more have wings like a bird than a train has 
feet like a horse. 

A ne air cell in the top of the whale-like structure 
is to lighten the upper part and prevent the ship from 
turning over when it has once risen.

WHY THE UNDERNEATH PARTS 
OF FISH ARE WHITE. 


EXPERIMENTS have recently been made with flounders 
in order to determine whether the whiteness of the 
under sides of those fish is due to the exclusion of light, 
and the presence of colow on their upper sides to 
exposure to light. 

he fish experimented upon have been kept living in 
a glass tank, having a mirror placed beneath, so as to 
reflect light upon the under sides of the fish. 

One of these prisoners has survived for three years 
under cofiditions so strangely different from its ordinary 
habits of life, and all of them have exhibited the develop- 
ment of spots of pigment on their lower surfaccs. 

The experimenters have concluded that it is exposure 
to light that causes the colouration of the upper parts 
of the bodies not only of flounders but of other fish, 
and conversely, that it is to the comparative absence of 
light that the whiteness of under sides of fish is due. 
The extend the same principle to explain the colourless 
condition of the skins of many animals that pass all 
their lives in caves.

Froo hunting is now prohibited by law in Belgium. 
The Belgian hunters, however, continue their amphibious 
occupation in Holland, and from the Sas-van-Gent have 
recently sent in one half day as many as 20,000 frogs’ 
legs on ice to Paris. These delicacies fetch between 
from two pence to four pence apiece, and some of the 
hunters find the calling very remunerative. 


A NEw feminine employment, which requires skill and 
cleverness rather than means, is the dressing of fashion 
dolls for shop windows. A woman with real taste can 
thus find scope for her talent in designing pay 
costumes for little figures, which must be just as elegant 
in every detail as the full-sized ones. The models are 
about fifteen inches high, and accurately represent the 
latest fashions. 

THERE are more Jersey cows in America than there 
are in Jersey, and yet there are more cows in Jersey 
than in any other similar area. England has twenty 
cows to every hundred acres. Jersey has fifty-eight; 
but, then, every farm there has its cows, and the furms 
are small, ranging from three to fifty acres, the reason 
being that the old Norman laws that still prevail in the 
island prevent the accumulation of property, and insist 
on its distribution among the family in such a way that 
it cannot be dealt with without the consent of the most 
distant relatives.

Such cases are by no means 
infrequent, owing to the large number of persons living 
under each law; 18,000,000 people are governed by the 
Prussian code, 2,500,000 by the Saxon, 7,500,000 by the 
French civil code, 14,000,000 by the German commercial 
code, the modernised form of Roman law, and 500,000 by 
the Scandinavian law.

“Who makes the rugs P” someone may ask. in nestlf 
every province of Persia, Asia Minor, and Turkey wi 

found innumerable families who weave rugs, every 

member contributing something to the industry. Even 
the little children take part in the work, and very early 
the girls learn to become expert workers at the looms. 
_ When a Turkoman girl grows up, her suitor, if she 
is a clever weaver, pays to her fatber 100 tomans for 
so valuable a wife. If that husband dies, and another 
suitor comes along, and asks the widow's hand in 
marriage, he must pay her father 200 tomans, for it is 
supposed that as she works at rug-weaving for her 
husbands she is steadily growing more expert. 

This is not pleasant work, for sometimes if the rug is 
large the loom reaches from floor to ceiling in the 
weaver's hut, and often-all day the entire family sit 
aloft on a scaffolding, working like beavers from six 
o’clock in the morning until six o'clock at night. Some- 
times a thrifty man will not only keep his family at 
work, but hire men to work for him, a pays them less 
than 5d. a day for the long hours of labour. With 
their best efforts these patient toilers can only make a 
few inches of rug a day, and when the rug is fine it 
requires months to finish a small one.
